JVEKOOSA'S XE\V $50,000 HIGH SCHOOL 


Thru the courtesy of the Nekoosa 


Times we present herewith a yic 
ture of the new nigh school recently 
completed and dedicated in that vil- 
lage. 
Thf following description of 


the building may be of inteiest to 
Tribune readers: 


The high school building is of the 


Jacobean or collegiate type of archi- 
tecture. By skillful use of this com- 
paratively plain tsyle, Messrs. Park- 
inson and Dockendorff, architects ot 
La rosse, Wis, have secured won- 
derfully effective results. 


In addition to the splendid lines 


of the building, is the pleasing color 
combination of old-rose brick and the 
white Bedtord trim. 
Among high 


school buildings of its size, or any- 
where near its size, Alexander High 
stands 'n a class by itself. In archi- 
tectural design, quality of mateiial 
used, fireproof construction, and in- 
terior finish, it stands without an 
equfcl in the state of Wisconsin. 


Quality was the first consideration 


in every specification. 
The stone is 


white Bedtord 
The face brick is 


Marion, Indiana vitrified paver. 


The construction throughout is ab- 


solutely fireproof—brick, tile and re- 
inforced concrete. 


The corridors are of fireproof re- 


inforced concrete construction, fin- 
ished with monolithic terrazo floors 
The wainscoting is yellow Kasota 
marble with green verde antique 
marble trim. The stairways are con- 
crete with tread$ and risers of Eng- 
lish vein white Italian marble. 
The 


marble and terrazowork was done 


by the Northwestern Marble & Tile 
Co. ot Minneapolis. 


The floors are of the Nolan fire- 


proof design, built of hollow tile with 
steel and couciete joists and beams, 
and three inch concrete top. These 
floors range from eight to ten and 
one-half inches in thickness, depend- 
ing on weight carried, and are laid 
in a solid slab across the whole 
building. Nailing strips are laid on 
this and a maple floor finishes. 


All paititions are concrete, brick 


or tile, and finished with Imperial 
plaster directly on same. 
The roof 


is flat with tar and gravel finish. 


The mteiior woodwork is fumed 


oak, 
except basement, which is yel- 


low pine 


The hardware is all of Sargent 


manufacture, blabt 
antique finish, 


and matches the electric lighting fix- 
tures. The lighting of the assembly, 
auditorium and corndors ih the indi- 
rect Eye-Comtort system, installed 
by J. A. Staub of Grand Rapids, who 
had the electric contract for entile 
building. 


The building contains forty-one 


looms, 
including 
cloak 
rooms, 


etc. 
It has extreme width ol 116 


feet and depth ot 114 feet, and is 
built in T shape. 


The basement 
contains manual 


training rooms, a public library and 
reading loom equipped by the Ladies 
Library association; a domestic sci- 
ence kitchen, dining room and pan- 
try; boiler room; fan and tempera- 
ture regulation room; fuel 
room; 


boys' and girls' toilets; gymnasium; 


two shower bath rooms and vacuum 
cleaner room. 


The gymnasium is forty-four by 


sixty -eight (44xG8) feet in the clear, 
with nineteen (10) foot ceiling, and 
has spectators' gallery. 


On the fiist floor are kindergarten, 


first, second and third grades, teach- 
ers' rest room with toilet and lava- 
tory, one high school recitation room 
and several cloak rooms. 


The sec ond floor has fourth, fifth, 


sixth and seventh grades, assembly 
auditorium for high 
school 
and 


eighth grade, three recitation rooms, 
laboratoiy with experiment and dark 
room, and girls' rest loom with 
toilet 


The assembly auditoiium is siuT 


ated over the gymnasium, is equip- 
ped with stage and will seat about 
six hundred in opera beats, or two 
hundred with beats and desks. 


On east side ol aud'tonum is prin- 


cipal's office, and opposite is the ref- 
erence library. 


To give one an idea of the care 


used in designing as well as work- 
manship, it was found or estimated 
that three heavy steel I beams would 
hold the auditorium floor but three 
extra beams were added for safety. 
These beams are 
4G feet long, 24 


inches high and have 8 inch flanges 
and are placed m pairs at stated in- 
tervals. These beams were the larg- 
est made when order was placed and 
today there is only one larger I beam 
rolled or manufactured. 
So it is 


throughout the building.

United States, having accepted the 
offer of good offices when tendered 
on Saturday, the first step now is com- 
pleted and the way paved for actual

clearing up of the situation. 


Neither Ambassador Riano nor the 


peace evoys would make public the 
text of the Huerta acceptance. It was 
said, however, that Senor Rojas re 
plied briefly, accepting, the offer and 
thanking the South American pleni- 
potentiaries and the Spanish ambas- 
sador. 


Big Powers of Europe Aid. 


The tenseness of the Mexican situ 


ation was relieved Monday as the rep 
resentatives of Argentine, Brazil and 
Chile supported by pressure from all 
Latin-America and from the foremost 
powers of Europe concentrated their 
efforts toward a pacific adjustment of 
the crisis.

Engineer Ere Becoming President 


of Reading Railway. 


Philadelphia, April 28.—George F. 


Baer, president of the Philadelphia 


Reading railway, died at his home 


lore Sunday evening. He was strick- 
en suddenly Saturday morning while 
walking to his office. 


George F. Baer was for years one 


if the most striking figures in Amerl- 
an life. 
His career was a remarkable one. 


n turn he was printer's devil, report- 
er, editor, soldier, civil engineer and 
•ailroad president. 


Mr. Baer was born September 26, 


842, in Somerset township, Somerset 
:ounty, Pennsylvania, of German an- 
:estry. 


He worked on his father's farm and 


attended the common schools aud lat- 
3r the high school in Somerset. He 
was apprenticed to the printing trade 
,n the office of the Somerset Demo- 
Tat, and while connected with the pa- 
per set type, ran errands, solicited 
advertisements, collected bills and re- 
ported news for the paper. 


He saved enough money to allow 


him to study at Franklin and Marshall 
ollege for a year and then >'lth his 
brother's aid he obtained control of 
,he newspaper for which he had 
•worked. 


Ha was strongly Democratic in the 
ditorial policy of his paper at the 
beginning of the Civil war and he had 
.0 defend its plant from a mob that 
.hreatened to destroy it. 
That he 


was attached to the Union, however, 
:ie demonstrated soon after, when ho 
.aised a company, of which he was 
captain, and which became^ Company 
3 of the One Hundred and Thirty- 
.hird Pennsylvania Volunteer Infan- 
cy 


His first battle was the second Bull 


Hun and he served later with distinc- 
ion 
at 
Frcdericksburg, 
Antietam, 


Chancellorsville and other fights. Aft- 
er Chancellorsvllle he was made ad- 
iutant general of the Second brigade, 
Humphrey's division of the Second 
corps of the Army of the Potomac, 
becoming a major in his twentieth 
year.

wedge-shaped invalid's chair was seen 
by two policemen in that residential 
section of Brooklyn in which resided 
Mr Frank Staples, the millionaire di- 
rector of the Nokomis Land Develop- 
ment company and numerous other or- 
ganization1!. What seemed most curi- 
ous to them was that the chair was 
balanced upon a single wheel, while 
from its interior there issued a faint 
buzzing sound, like that of a top hum- 
ming at full speed.

challenge to fight a duel. Haynes i

Smut is the most prevalent fungus 


disease attacking the onion.

caused by a parasite living with in 
he soil.

the soil becomes charged with dis- 
:ase organisms. The first symptoms 
of the diseases are the darkening of

SELECT SOTJJfD POTATOES 


FOR SPRIXG PLANTING 


Large yields of sound marketable 


potatoes can be produced only by 
planting clean seed stock. 
Through 


careless methods of planting, some of 
the older fields in southern Wiscon- 
sin have become infested with scab 
or other disease organisms, but with 
due precautions the thousands of a- 
cres of newly developed potato land 
may be kept free from infection. 


When sorting over seed potatoes 


preparatory to planting, close watch 
should he kept for any showing dis- 
colored flesh. If badly affected they 
should be thrown out entirely. How- 
ever, when seed is scarce and high 
priced, or in eases where not only a 
slight discoloration of the tuber is 
noticeable, the affected part may be 
cut away and the remainder used. 


Owing to the discovery of the Eu- 


ropean powdery scab in some sec- 
tions of the East, no seed stock 
should be brought into Wisconsin 
from that region' this spring. 
If 


there be any such stock already on 
hand it should be critically examin- 
ed for any signs of scab disease, and 
in any case must be disinfected be- 
fore planting. 


Germs of the common scab and 


black leg diseases may be destroyed 
by disinfection. Soaking with formal- 
dehyde or corrosive sublimate solu- 
tion are the two methods most com- 
monly used. 


For most purposes the first method 


is recommendeb by R. L. Jones, speci- 
alist in plant diseases at the College 
of Agriculture, University of Wiscon- 
sin. 
TBis consists in soaking the seed 


for two hours in a solution of one 
part formaline to 240 parts of wat- 
er, (1 pint to 30 gallons.) This same 
solution can be used repeatedly with- 
out losing strength. 


Soaking for two hours in corro- 


sive sublimate solution serves the 
same purpose. 
The mixture should 


be made one part corrosive sublimate 
to one thousand parts ot water. Tab-

schlager, who has made his home at 
Chicago since his wife died at Grand 
Itaplds lii:;t ium..iar viUteJ uiln the 
families of Jacob Vetter, A. Vetter, 
and Herman Vetter the past week.

Sin face water supplies should not be used for 


household purposes, or for washing milk cans 
They should not e^en he used for laundry pur- 
poses unless no other supplv is available. 
Rain 


water from the loof is often polluted by dust, 
leaies and the droppings from birds 
Any per- 


son who drinks water from surface supplies en- 
dangers his health if such supplies are not ade- 
quately protected and then purified 


Where underground waters are hard to obtain, 


cisterns may be used where the store of ram 
water and surface supplies will be filtered and 
partially purified. 


The cistern should be of water-tight construc- 


tion, to prevent leakage and to prevent pollution 
fiom the neighboring soil. 
It should have an 


overflow drain and a tight cover. There should 
also be suitable provision for straining or filter- 
ing the water previous to its entrance to the cis- 
tern. 


Farm wells are 
often polluted from local 


sources. 
They are often located for convenience 


near the barn or stable, or close to the back 
door, out of which household slops are thrown. 
The soil surrounding the well becomes saturated 
with organic filth and allows the surface water 
percolating through it to carry its load of con- 
tamination into the well 


The curbing or covering is often loosely con- 


structed of boards, permitting small animals and 
vermin to fall into the well; and surface water 
carrying filth and manure, especially after rains, 
runs into the well from the top 


Both deep and shallow wells are subject to 


contamination 
Of 177 deep and 411 shallow farm 


wells examined in Indiana, 116 of the deep well 
waters were of good quality, 45 were bad and 16 
were doubtful; 139 of the shallow well waters 
wrre good, 209 were very bad and 43 were doubt- 
ful 


The safety of water supplies when near sources 


of possible surface pollution often depends large- 
ly on the character and quality of the material 
in which the well is sunk. 


The farm well, especially a shallow dug well, 


should be located somewhat above the harrt- 
yards and stock pens, at least in such a position 
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that the surface drainage from all possible 
sources of contamination is away trorn the well. 
. if local conditions and prices will permit, it is 
a good idea to provide impervious floors with 
water-tight drains for farm buildings and stock 
pens. 
Under the same conditions concrete ma- 


nure pits might well be provided to not only 
prevent the liquid manure from polluting the 
neighboring soil, but to save the manure. No 
gsrbage, manure or rubbish should be dumped 
into sinks or basins in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, and these should be fenced off and kept 
free from polluting matter. 


The house bhould be provided with some safe 


method of sewage disposal, while slops and gar- 
bage from the kitchen should be deposited in 
tightly covered garbage cans and disposed of by 
burying in the fields, burning, or feeding to pigs. 
The use of prny vaults and leaching or oierflow- 
ing cesspools should be absolutely avoided, since 
they are likely to be sources of the worst con- 
tamination. The farmer should become acquaint- 
ed with the various types of wells and the best 
methods of protection, and the well should be 
BO protected as to exclude ' filth from 
those 


sources of contamination which it has been im- 
possible to remove or that have been overlooked. 


In the selection, location and sinking of a 


well it is always a good idea to consider perma- 
nence in addition to safety. 
The well should 


penetrate to levels below that of the ground- 
water surface in the driest seasons. 


Unpolluted springs are as a rule good sources 


of water supply, since the water usually comes 
from great depths within the rock or is filtered 
through many layers of sand and gravel 
How- 


ever, springs are subject to pollution from the 
same source as wells and should be closely 
watched in this respect. Farm spring supplies 
are often polluted by the drainage from buildings 
and stock pens 
Spring water supplies from 


limestone are also subject to pollution from dis- 
tant garbage and sewage dumps in sink holes. 
The same precautions should be taken tor safe- 
guarding spring supplies as in the case of wells, 
and in addition the spring should always be 
fenced to keep out stock. Spring supplies should 
be frequently examined for pollution of any kind, 
and the water should be boiled before drinking, 
If possible, although this Is not absolutely neces- 
sary in all cases 


The department of agriculture's rural engineer 


shows that the quantity of water which can be 
provided will depend on the power used; the 
amount needed on whether the service Is for the 
entire farm or for the house only. 


Hand-operated systems are applicable where 


small quantities are required for house sen-fee 
only, but in case water is wanted for stock also 
the use of a windmill, engine, electric motor, or 
hydraulic ram is necessary. If a windmill is used 
the storage should be large enough for at least 
three days' supply, to provide water In case of 
calm weather. 
Where the other sources of power 


are used the storage capacity need not exceed 
one day's supply. The following table gives ap- 
proximate quantities of water required per day:

The plumbing system for the aveiage farm 


home should be simple and its material and con- 
struction should be durable 
Water pipes should 


be arranged so as to carry the water iu as nearly 
a straight line as possible to the point of dis- 
charge. 
The use of lead pipe or lead-lined re 


ceptacles for drinking water should be avoided 
in small private sjstems 


The sewer plumbing serves as a drain for the 


water plumbing. The drainage system shou'd ba 
so constructed as to carry away complete'}' every- 
thing emptied into it and it should be constantly 
vented, frequently and thoroughly flushed and 
have each of its openings into the house securely 
guarded. 
All drains, soil pipe and waste pipe 


should be water tight and air-tight. All plumbing 
should be tested by filling with water or smoke to 
detect leaks 


The process of sewage disposal described ia 


partly mechanical and partlv bacterial, consisting 
of a preliminary septic tank treatment and of 
final treatment by application to a natural soil 
by surface or subsurface distribution, or to a 
specially prepared filter. 


The septic tank, although air-tight and sup- 


posedly water-tight, should be located as far from 
the house and the well or spring as convenience 
and local surroundings will permit, thus reducing 
the danger of pollution or nuisance in case of 
leakage or improper operation of the system. 


Contrary to the usual opinion, small sewaga 


systems require some watching and care. 
It is 


well to study the system and watch the action 
In the entire plant for any signs of clogging or 
water-logging. 
If the sewage is applied continu- 


ously to the final disposal system and in such 
quantities that the system is kept saturated, the 
filter or disposal area becomes water-logged and 
"sewage sick" and ceases to be effective. 
A 


grease trap is described which acts as a separa- 
tor of grease and sewage from the kitchen sink 
or dairy room. If grease Is allowed to enter the 
sewer it accumulates and eventually clogs the 
system. 


No cost of material or labor has been quoted 


In the new bulletin, since these vary considerably 
with time and locality, but nothing has been 
recommended which is not considered to be an 
economical investment for the progressive farm- 
er.
